I’mfo('s.'‘*The number of persotis who visited the 
Museum during the year under report was 490,079 as 
against 393,275 during the previous year. Distinguished 
soicutists that oaiiie to Hingalore from all parts of India 
in connection with the lueetiug of the Thirty-third Session 
of the Indian Scicaoe Gottgrese visited the Muaeuni. 

2. Mtiinvm AdoiKortj CommitU ^.—The Museum 
Advisory Cotnmittee tuet ooee during the year and 
Burveyr-d the work douo so far in counectiou witli the 
re-arraiigeuioDt of ezhibitif in the different sections of tbe 
Museum. The Comioitti-c ooneidered the desinihility of 
undertaking a system at io excavation of the ancient Bite 
and temple mounds of the ancient HoysaSa capital of 
Halebid, which would bo ut«eft!l both for the discovery and 
presen’etiou of ancient monuments as niso the acqumtinn 
of aiithjuities for the Museum. They were also of*the 
view that autiquitiee and works of art oould also be

3. jTiJwsinaf.—With a view to illustrating the 
possibilities of utilisation of the geoltigical wealth of ihe 
country for the development of industries, several geologi¬ 
cal products, presented by the Geological Department 
were displayed in the Miiseum. 

4. 'Bdvc<Uional .—A regular course of guide lectures 
to students from primary schools and explanatory talks to 
illiterate visitors formed an essential feature of the 
educational work of the Institution. More than 3,120 
students belonging to 69 educational iustitutions, accom¬ 
panied by 222 teachers, paid study visits to the Museum. 

6. Exkihitiom.^T\x% Museum parcicipated in the 
All-India Industrial tlxhibition held at Bombay in Febru¬ 
ary 1946. An exhibition of antiquities was organised by 
the Department of Archffiology in the Centr.al College, 
Bangalore, in connecr-ion with the Thirty-third Seasion of 
the Indian Soience Congress. 

6. General .—The construetion of a new museum 
building on a suitable site is under consideration. The 
question of the establishment of District Museums in^ all 
the district Headquarter towns is also under consideration. 
The Curator was deputed to attend the annual meeting of 
the Museum Association of India, which was held in 
Madras from Slst December 1945 to Ist January 194'i.

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REPORT ON THE WORKING OP THE MYSORE 
GOVERNMENT MUSEUM, BANGALORE, FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING 30th JUNE 1946. 


Museum Advisory Committee .—-The Committoe met 
once during the year on 30th January 1946, to review the 
progress m^ein there-arrangemeut of the difforentsections 
of the Museum and to draw up a programme for the utili¬ 
sation of funds provided in the budget of the institution 
for the year 1945" 46. There was some alteration in the 
personnel of the Committee. Mrs. H. F. Gourlie ceased 
to be a member as she left India. The Government were 
pleased to appoint Mr. G. Venkatachalam, 6, St. John’s 
Road, C. & M. Station, Bangalore, as an additional 
member of the Committee in their order No. D, 3031 — 
Mus. 1-43-2, dated 29th October 1945. 

Galleries .—The re-arrangement of the exhibits which 
has been under progress since the last two years, is nearing 
completion. A cousiderable number of old and worn out 
specimens have been either removed or marked out for 
elimination from the various sections of the Museum and 
attempts are simultaneously being made to replace the 
more important amongst the eliminated specimens by the 
addition of fresh ones. Special attention was paid during 
the year towards the labelling of the exhibits. It is 
expected that the collection of exhibits as now arranged 
will prove to be of educative value to the students apd 
the general public. A descriptive list of principal exhibits 
acquired during the period under report is furnished in 
Appendix‘A’. 

Geology .—The re-arrangement of the exhibits of this 
section has been cdmpleted. The Department of Geology, 
Mysore, were good enough to present some specimens that 
were required to fill up the gaps in the exhibited ^ries. 
With a view to illustrate the possibilities of utilisation of 
the geoloplcal wealth of the country for the development of 
industries, several products made out of Mysore minerals 
and rocks were acquired and displayed in the sectiqn. 
Efforts are being made to collect a representative set of 
Indian fossils and arrange them in their evolutionary order. 
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.\Ioist of the deteriomted speciiuens of 
inaiumalH hnvft been removed from ahott*. New flpeeimeos 
of Kmg Cobm (Nftk buuganisj. Wild dog (CnoD rutilaoB) 
and Leopard Cat (belia bengatensia) well [itonnted. were 
purchased and displayed in a suitable manner. Orders fnr 
the acquisition of a RIoth Bear (ifolnrsuH iirsinue) have 
aiao been placed with TaisideriniBts. The Miisentij 
Adrtsofy Cpniirtitteo resolved at a meeting that tUe col¬ 
lection Of this section could be easily augmented by the 
transfer of some of the spociinens of loammaU, birds and 
reptibs from the Zijologitjal Gardena, Mvso*e. Action is 
l^mg taken ro move the nuthoritiee ol the %f>oJoi(ic£iJ 
OarJciift, Xlysore. in the matter. The Zoological spedmeue 
that were capabJe of repair without muuh dimcnliy have 
been rantort'd to tlmir original condition. The specimeuB

A l —A 11 important feature of the w'ork carried 

out in this Bcetiori^ during the year is the attention paid 
towards the formation of a sGuIptnm gallery. Eight pieces 
m aculpture of exqiiisitn workumpship beloniginff to the 
HoyBafa period that were lying looeo in a neglected contli- 
hon on the ancient site of Hnlehid (Hassao District) were 
transported to the MuBcuin. Steps tiRTo been taken to

It.* Oonimittee consllred the 

(Ip^irabiiity of iioderiaking a systemutio excavation of the 
ancient site and temple mounds of the ancient Uovaah 
capital of HaloHid wJrich would be nsefid Sth for Um 
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discovery and preservation of ancient monuments as also 
the acquisition of antiquities. for the Museum. The 
Committee were of the view that apart from unearthing 
buried temples and habitations in the area, antiquities 
and jv'orks of art could also be recovered from the excava¬ 
tions in such large numbers as to enable scholars to form 
a clear idea of the civilisation of Mysore during the Pre- 
Hoysala, Hoysala and later times. Government were 
therefore addressed for the sanction of a special grant of 
Rs. 10,000 for the purpose. Orders of Government were 
received sanctioning the special grant applied for. The 
work has to be spread over a period of two years and 
carried out jointly by the Department of Archaeology and 
the Government Museum. Necessary arrangements are 
now being made to proceed with the work. 

Ethnologi/i —Some of the artifacts belonging to the 
Dyak tribe of Borneo which represents a unique collection 
of exhibits in the Museum were iu need of protection 
from the ravages of insects. Immediate steps were taken 
for the proper preservation and the eflfective display of 
these exhibits. 

hidmtrial Art .—Articles of metalware have been 
reclassified and grouped under two separate sections, one 
comprising mainly of specimens of artistic merit and the 
other of domestic and other utensils. It was brought to 
the notice of the Museum authorities that a number 
lOf mutilated and worn out metallic images as well as other 
objects of artistic merit were lying in a neglected condi¬ 
tion in the temples and other religious institutions under 
the control of the Muzrai Department. As these articles, 
are, in most cases, of no use to the Muzrai Institutions to 
which they belong either for worship or processional 
purposes, they are naturally stored away in a comer, which 
hastens their deterioration. The Muzrai Commissioner 
iu Mysore has been approached to co-operate with the 
Museum authorities in the acquisition of ancient metallic 
images and other works of art that are definitely of no 
use to the Muzrai Institutions, for the Government 
Museum. It is proposed to form a separate section for 
the preservation and display of these works of art. 

Beatoration and Preservation .—The Pre-historic Iron 
age antiquities that had cracked and were crambling into 
pieces were treated with preservatives and repaired. 
These antiquities have now been mounted on a stand and 
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exhibited with suitable labels. The pei iodb^l oieanieg 
of exhibits in the sbovv. cases was nofiiilarJj’ attend^ to. 

ExhibiUons. —The Government Museum participated 
alony with the Department of Tndiwtriea and Commerce 
in the AlUudia Indoetdal Exhibition held at Bombay ih 
Febraary J946. Exhibits of the Gnoiogical section of 
the Mnaeujii illaetrating the use of oniamentaJ and binld- 
ing BtoiiflSftnd the mineral wealth of the Mvsoire State 
were displayed at the exhibition under descriptive labels, 
lu conueotiou with the thiily-third session of the Indian 
Soieuce Congress held .at Bangniore during January 1SM6, 
an exhibition of antiquities was orgaoised hv the Depart- 
ment of Archeology iu the Central College, Bangalore. 
Some of the aelect photngiapltlc vit ws of the Belur and 
Haiebid temples. Historical and Ai-cbieological charts and- 
antiquitieb from .^oheujoLlaro, Artkamedn (French India) 
and TambanahalH (Bangalore Taluk) were lent from the 
MuBcum for theexhiLition.

Society, the Quarterly Journal of the 
Mythic Society and the Journal of the .Mnseums Aeaocia- 
tion of India are being subecribed for. The I ibrary is now 
made use of for conauftatiou and research by several 
scholars and other interested visitors.

All possible feci* 
litioswere provided by the memfeere of the staff of the 
Muaeum to the visitors in the study of the exhibited series 
of specimens. An unusually large concourse of persons 
visited the AJ uaeuw during the * Earaga' festival whicit 
accounts for the appreciable rise in the aggregate nainber 
of visilors. 

Distingitished ecieutists that caujM to Bangalore from 
all parts of India in coancctlon with the meeting of the 
thirty-third session of the Indian Science Congress, visited 
the institution and appreciated the collection of eahibits 
as well as their arrangenjent.

The 
Curator was deputed to attend the annual meeting of the 
Museums Aseocktiou of India which was held in Madras 
from diet December 1945 to let January 194G, During 
the thirty-third session of the Indian Science Congress 
held at Bangalore, the Curator acted as the Recorder of 
the section of Anthropolo^ and Archmology. The services 
rendered by the Curator iu his capacity as Recorder was 
appreciated by Dr. R. E. Mortiiner Wheeler, m.c., D?pt., 
F.B.A., F.S.A., Director-Genera] of Arch so logy in India, the 
President of the section of .Anthropology aud Arehsology. 
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The necessity for the" Sippointiuent of a properly 
trwned Artist in the Museum was pointed out by the 
Chairruan of the Museum Advisory Committee. Since the 
Committee felt that the existing scales of pay of even the 
•Curator and the Assistant Curators was low, when 
compared with .similar appointments elsewhere, proposals 
for the creation of a new post of an Artist and revision of 
the scales of pay of the other members of the superior 
establishment of the Museum have been submitted to 
Government. 

Stock Registers .—The General Eegister and the 
registers of library and furniture have been written up-to- 
date. . 

Maintenance. The budget graut of the Museum for 
the year under report was Rs. 6,500-0-0 and the actual 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 6,268-0-0.

2. Vidtora, —Aniongnb bha notable visitors to the 
Mtiseum were Sir Riohard Win«ledfe, Mr, Basil Gray of 
the Britlsb Musenm and Mr. K. I>c, B. Codringboiii 
Director, Indian ^[oscain, who formed the Art Delegation 
from the Royal Academy, r,oudon, hesidos the Gilicers of 
the Archaeological Survey of India who visited the 
Musenm to stndy the collection of ancient pottery and 
other antiquitiefl. 

3. ArcJiaeologff. staff of the Government 
Mnaeuui collaborated with the Department of Archaeo¬ 
logy, Mysore, and the Archaeological Survey of India at 
tho systematic excavation of the ancient aite of Brahma* 
giri, Molakalmuru Taluk, Chitaldrug District. The 
Curator of the Museum and the Diiector of Archaeology, 
Mysore, conducted a preliminaTy survey of the ancient 
site of Halcbid during the end of the year and it is pro¬ 
posed to commence a systematic excavation of this site 
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• No. D. 2100-1—Mus. 1-47-3, dated 
11th October 1947, 

next year after the close of the rainy season. The 
Aroh;eoIogical Survey of India have been kind enough to 
spare for display in the Museum some specimens of 
Gandhara Art from their reserve collections at Peshawar. 

4. Pariicipatim in Exhibitions.—The Museum was 
associated witli the activities of the India Committee of 
the Royal Academy Exhibition of Indian Art in London. 
An Alt Delegation of the Royal Academy, London, 
headed by Sir Richard Winstedt, visited the Mysore 
State during February 1947, for selecting works of Art for 
the Exhibition. The selected exhibits were mainly drawn 
from the Government Museum, Bangalore, the Palace, 
Chitrasala (Jagan-mohan Palace) and the Mysore 
Archaeological Department at Mysore and the Hoysales- 
wara Temple at Halebid. These exhibits have been lent 
for the Exhibition at London. 

5. Edvcational Worh. —Systematic guide lectures 
to students from educational institutions and explanatory 
talks to illiterate visitors whenever necessary, continued 
to form one of the important educational activities of the 
institution. 

6. Buildinff. In accordance with the resolution 
passed by the Museum Advisory Committee, proposals are 
said jto be under formulation for putting up a new build¬ 
ing to bouse the Museum. Government await these 
proposals.

REPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE MYSORE 
GOVERNMENT MUSEUM, BANGALORE, FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING 30th JUNE 1947. 


Museum Advisory Committee .—The Chairman paid a 
number of periodical visits to the Museum to review the 
progress made in the re-ari'angement of the exhibits and 
issued helpful instructions for the improvement of the 
institution. As there was no meeting of the Museum 
Advisory Committee during the year under report, the 
members of the Committee were consulted on all matters 
of outstanding importance arising from time to time and 
their expert advice was followed. Action has been taken 
to give effect to the suggestions made at the previous 
meeting of the Committee as far as possible. 

The elimination of the deteriorated specimens of the 
Natural History Section from display has been completed. 
Most of the duplicate specimens exhibited in the other 
sections have been stored away as a reserve collection 
which could be made use of for exchange with other 
Museums or loaned out for study to schools or colleges. 
With the appointment of an artist on the staff of the 
institution during the latter half of the year, efforts are 
being made to improve the methods of display adopted in 
the galleries. As a first step in this direction the exhibi¬ 
ted series of specimens in the Archaeological, Ethnological, 
Natural History and Industrial Art Sections were provided 
with a suitable background. This has in a large measure 
improved the appearance of the exhibits. Plans are being 
devised to mount the specimens of sculpture, bronzes, 
weapons, etc., on proper pedestals and stands. The card¬ 
board labels that were till now in use have been replaced 
by labels written in white enamel paint on polished rose¬ 
wood. The sectional labels have all been prepared in this 
manner. An aggregate collection of 185 specimens were 
acquired for the various sections. A descriptive list of 
the important exhibits is furnished in Appendix “ A ”. 

Geology. —Although the re-arrangement of the Geo¬ 
logical Section was completed during the previous yqar, 
there are some gaps in the exhibited series to be filled «p 
here and there. The specimens of local meteorites were 
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taken out of the reserve collection and displayed with 
appropriate labels in a show case. There has been a 
further augmentation of the groups of manufactured 
products made out of Mysore minerals. The Mysore 
Glass and Enamel Works were good enough to present a 
representative collection of articles made at their factory 
together with raw materials used for the manufacture. 

Zoology .—Specimens of a sloth bear (Melursus 
ursinus) and a Malabar Squirrel (Sciurus malabarica) 
mounted entire, were purchased for the Mammal Gallery 
during the year. The index collection of skins of Mysore 
birds received from the Bombay Natural History Society 
was systematically classified into different sub-orders and 
families and arranged in evolutionary sequence. Several 
enquiries regarding the avifauna of the Mysore State were 
promptly attended to. The skeletal structures of fishes, 
frogs and ^nakes displayed in the show cases were found 
to be in need of repair. All of them have been cleaned, 
treated with a preservative coating, joined together and 
mounted on wooden stands. The different parts of the 
skeletons have also been labelled. This group of speci¬ 
mens attracts considerable attention from parties of 
students from educational institutions. 

Archeeology .—The pieces of Hoysala sculpture 
brought from Halebid last year have been set up on 
pedestals. A specimen each of the miniature representa¬ 
tions of turrets, sikbaras or finials and pilasters collected 
from heaps of them lying in the Kedaresvara Temple, 
Halebid, were transported to the Museum. It is expected 
that these pieces of sculpture will give the interested 
visitors an idea of the excellence of Hoysala architecture 
and sculpture. The want of adequate floor space in the 
Museum building has acted as a great handicap for the 
proper expansion of the sculpture gallery. 

An outstanding feature of the work don'' in the 
section during the year was the collaboration of tue staff 
of the Government Museum, with the Department of 
Archieology, Mysore and the Archaeological Survey of 
India, at the systematic e.xcavatiou of the ancient site of 
Brahmagiri, Molakalmuru Taluk, Chitaldrug District. 
This opportunity was availed by all the members of the 
staff of the Government Museum to acquire an initial 
kt^cxwledge of the latest methods of Archaeological exca¬ 
vation and exploration. In view of the joint excavation 
of the ancient site of Halebid proposed to be conducted 
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in the near future, the training received hy the staff of 
the Museum is sure to prove beneficial. The participation 
in the excavations at Brahmagiri was also an occasion for 
the acquisition of antiquities from the surface belonging 
to the Pre-historic and Historical epochs of the Mysore 
State, for the Museum. A good collection of neoliths, 
Microliths, pounders, mealing stones, painted potsherds, 
parts of bangles made out of bone, toys of pottery, etc., 
have been recovered from this area and are now on show 
in the Museum. 

The excavation of the temple mounds and the 
ancient site of Halebid, sanctioned by Government, could 
not be’undertaken during the year, as the Mysore Archase- 
logical Department in co-operation with whom the 
investigation has to be conducted wore pre-occupied 
with the excavations of the ancient sites of Brahmagiri 
and Chandravalli in collaboration with the Archaeological 
Survey of India. However, wdth a view to mark out 
spots for excavation, the Curator of the Government 
Museum, Bangalore, and the Director of Archaeology, 
Mysore, conducted a preliminary survey of the ancient 
site of Halebid during the end of the year. It is proposed 
to commence a systematic excavation of this site next 
year after the close of the rainy season. 

The Archaeological Survey of India have been kind 
enough to spare for display in the Museum some specimens 
of Gandhara art from their reserve collection at Peshawar. 
The exhibits, thirteen in number, comprise of carvings in 
stone, stucco heads and terracottas. Arrangements are 
being made to mount these beautiful works of art on 
suitable pedestals and exhibit them in a showcase 
specially made for the purpose. 

Ethnologif .—The entire group of exhibits belonging 
to a Dyak Chief of Borneo were arranged together in a 
wall case. Set up against an attractive background and 
described by individual labels, this collection will bring 
home to the visitor an impression of the culture of this 
primitive tribe. Specimens of imitation jewellery worn 
by Indian women as well as the ornaments used by 
Korachar and Banajara women have been cleaned, classi¬ 
fied and artistically displayed. 

A re-arrangement of specimens was also effected in 
some of the showcases containing ancient weapons. » 

Indmtrial Art .—A bronze image of Cbandramoulee- 
svaramadeat the Government Brass Works, Nagainangala, 
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was purchased. lu the interest of conservation and 
preservation of ancient bronze and other works of art, it 
is desirable to undertake visits to the godowns of the 
muzrai and non-muzrai institutions of the State, where 
we may come across genuine works of art lying in a 
neglected condition. 

Restoration and Preservation. —The bronze images 
and other metalware objects had to be cleaned and given 
a preservative coating. The question of restoration and 
preservation of specimens of sculpture, ancient weapons, 
etc., is under consideration. The Arclueological Chemist 
to the Government of India, who was consulted in the 
matter has afforded a number of useful suggestions in this 
connection. The periodical cleaning of exhibits displayed 
in the show cases were regularly attended to. 

Participation in Exhibitions.—'JUhe Museum had the 
unique op^rtunity of being associated with the activities 
of the India Committee of the Koyal Academy Exhibition 
of Indian Ai't to be held in London during the winter 
1947-48. An Art Delegation of the Royal Academy, 
London, headed by Sir Richard VVinstedt, visited the 
Mysore State in the middle of February 1947, with a view 
to select works of art for the exhibition. The Curator, 
Government Museum, was instructed to accompany the 
delegation during their tour of the State to facilitate the 
selection of specimens. The selected exhibits are mainly 
drawn from the Government Museum, Bangalore, the 
Palace, Chitrasala (Jagan Mohan Palace), and the Mysore 
Archaeological Department at Mysore and the Hoysale- 
svara Temple at Halebid. The Museum was entrusted with 
the collection, packing and tiansportation of these 
valuable exhibits. The undermentioned Hoysala sculp¬ 
tures etc., have been lent from the Museum for the 
Exhibition. All the specimens lent to the exhibition are 
expected to be returned after April 1948.

Educational Worli. —Systematic guide lectures to 
students from educational institutions and explanatory 
talks to illiterate visitors \vhenever necessary continued 
to form one of the important educational activities of the 
institution. It may be pointed out in this connection

that this aspect of Museum work can be expanded with 
advantage for the benefit of visitors. But any such 
development can only be undertaken after entertaining a 
special staff of guide lecturers trained for the purpose. 
More than 4,000 students belonging to 107 Schools and 
Colleges, accompanied by 241 teachers, were shown round 
the Museum during the year. Details are furnished in 
Appendix “ D ”. 

Library . — The necessity for the expansion of the 
library to afford facilities for res-'arch has been under 
consideration for some time past and efforts are being 
made to augment the collection of books with this end in 
view.* The additions to the library consisted of some 
books useful for reference, relating to History, Art, 
Archaeology and Natural History. The journals of the 
Royal Society of Arts and the Numismatic Society of 
India are the new periodicals subscribed for. 

Building .—The Public Works Department attended 
to the necessary annual repairs of the building as usual. 
Special arrangements were made to effect repairs to the 
roof which was leaky. Pursuant to a resolution of the 
Museum Advisory Committee, the Chairman and the 
Government Architect held a joint inspection of certain 
alternative sites proposed for the construction of the new 
Museum building. It was decided that action may be 
taken for the reservation of the vacant site) opposite the 
Town Hall for the purpose. The Government Architect 
has prepared a site plan and a preliminary estimate of 
cost on plinth ai*ea basis amounting to Rs. 2,25,000 for 
the construction of the building. Separate detailed pro¬ 
posals will be submitted for the kind sanction of 
Government in the matter. 

Visitors .—The Museum was visited by 335,613 
persons as against the record of 490,079 during the 
previous year. The fall in the number of visitors is 
mainly due to closure of the institution for about a week 
during the ‘ Karaga ’ festival, owing to the unsettled 
conditions prevailing in Bangalore City at that time. 

Amongst the notable visitors to the Museum during 
the year, mention may be made of Sir Richard Winstedt, 
Mr. Basil Gray of the British Museum, Mr. K. De. B. 
Codrington, Director, Indian Museum, who formed the 
Art Delegation from the Royal Academy, London, tfjost 
of the Officers of the Archaeological Survey of India, 
camping at Brahmagiri(Molakalmuru Taluk) in connection 
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with the excavation of the ancient site there, visited the 
Museum to study the collection of ancient pottery and 
other antiquities. 

Stafi .—Government have been pleased to sanction 
the proposal made by the Department for the creation of a 
new post of an artist and the revision of tbe scales of pay 
of the members of the staff of the institution. An artist 
has since been appointed. 

Stock Begisters .—The general accession register and 
the registers of library and furniture have been written up 
to date. A new set of registers intended to keep a 
complete record of the specimens acquired have been cot 
printed. 

Maintenance .'—The budget grant of the institution 
for the year under report was Us. 6,708 and the actual 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 7,238. The excess of ex¬ 
penditure is due to the revision of the scales of pay and 
the new appointment of artist for which no provision had 
been made when the budget estimates were framed.

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ArchcEology . —The staff of the Government Musenm 
collaborated with the Department of Archaeology in 
Mysore in excavating the ancient palace site at Halebid 
and several interesting discoveries have been made.

Museum, Mattra (U.P.) a select collection of terracotta 
figurines of the Mauryan, Kushan and Gupta periods have 
been acquired for the Museum. 

The work of acquiring isolated pieces of Hoysala 
sculpture of good workmanship stated to be now exposed 
to sun and rain on the ancient site of Halebid for preser¬ 
vation in the Museum may be speeded up. 

Participation in Exhibitions. —It is noteworthy that 
the Museum participated in exhibitions of Art and 
Archaeology held in connection with the celebration of 
the Annual Spring Festival organised under the auspices 
of the Kannada Sahitya Parishat, Bangalore.

BEPORT ON THE WORKING OF THE (K>VERN- 
MENT MUSEUM, BANGAUOEE, FOE THE 
TEAR ENDING 30th JUNE 1048. 


^vseitfft A dvisory ComtnUfee . — The ChsviriQHU viaifccd 
the institution on a number oI oucasinna and reviewed the 
progrcBfl made in the improvement of the diFerent 
Beotiona. Although the Uommitteo was not able to meet 
during the year, the members were nonsuited on all 
important mattera dealing with the acejuisition of the 
spcoiuiens and their arrnugemeut. 

GafZ^rwif.—The armugomenbs for tho impfovement 
in tho ujobbodfiof the disp I ay nf exhibits whioh ('.ominenced 

last year eontintiod to make steady progresa and with goon 
results. Most of the showcasus in thegallonns are now 
providod with a uni form batikground which has consider¬ 
ably improved the general appearance of the gallenen. 
The labelling of the entire scries of exhibits is nearly 
complete. Efforts are also being madoto intioduco labels 
in ICanuada wherever possible along with the existing 
English labels. Photographs of a number of nnportauU 
oxhlbitB, sculpt urea, sandalwood carvings, etc., warn 

taken during the year for the prEp.^ation of suitable 
illustrations for publication in the Annual Report, A total 
uiimhor of 121 speoimons have been collected and a 
descriptive list of the same is furnished in Appendix A, 

Geology.— A. representative set of rooks and uuiieralfi 
used in the oouatruetiou of temples and buildings in the 
Hoysala Period have bean collected by the Museum staff 
during the archffiological excavation conducted on the 
ancient site of Halebid, Hasaan Distnet. These speci- 
meni were displayed in the Geological Section with 
suitable labels. Some interesting specimens showing 
charucteristio features found in the reserve MlleotmuB 
were taken out for exhihifcion in the gallery. Die acqui¬ 
sition of a representative set of Indian fossils arranged m 
the evolutionary order which is under contemplation is 

expected to be completed next year- ..... 

ZooUtgg,—Th& efforts made for the elimination of »ie 
deteriorated specimeua of the Mammal Gallery by replacing 
them with fresh ones has improved the seetion to a great 



extent. Under tiiis eebeme, nearly a dozen large inaiiniia) 
epecimeria have been renewed within the laat four years. 
It has also been necessary to replace many of the old and 
^vom out Bpecimena of birds. As a first step in this direc¬ 
tion, expert Taxidermists and other Naburalista were 
coneolted as to the ways and means to procure a complete 
set of Mysore birds mounted for display. About a dosen 
mounted epedmena of birds were purchased during the 
year. All the specimens preserved in rectified spirit have 
been cleaned, refitted into position and tlie jars filled in 
with fresh spirit. Apart from individual labels, descriptive 
labels intended to jpvo an idea of the various groups of 
specimens have been prepared. It is proposed to renew 
the entire coltecttor of Entomological specimens with the 
co-operation of the Dcpartiucnb of Agriculture. The 
formation of a section devoted to the illustration of 
in vertebrate Zoology is under considoration. 

Afchtfulogif ,—Isolated pieces of Hoysala sculpture of 
good workmansliip lying cuepnsed to sun and rain on the 
ancient site of Halubid are being gradually acquired for 
preservation in the Museum with the approval of the 
Department of ArcliEPoiogy. 

Excavation fit EnUHiL—Aw outi^taudiug feature of 
work done during the year wa;; the collahorabion of biic 
Government Muscuiti with the Uep^irtnieub of Archujology 
in Mysore in the excavation of the ancient Palace sitn at 
Halebld in the ITasean District. T!ie ancient site covers 
an exteusive area of about Iti square nnles and ia studded 
with the remains of Imndreds of temples and mounds of 
living quarters inside a oyclopeaii fort wall. Ilithorbo 
unknown facta of Hielorical importance pertaining to tho 
Pre-Hoysala and Hoysala periods were discovered during 
the overgronnd survey, while a close Ehudy of the monu- 
menfig aud epigraphs has thrown a good deal of light on 
tho origin, rise and fall of the Hoysala IJynaaty. 

Inside the palace fnrt wall enolosiug an area of more 
than 21 acres, only a small field lueasuriug 200 ft. x IGO ft. 
was selected for excavatiou during the present season. 
The investigatiouH carried out revealed structural remains 
of three periods, namely, Pre-Hoysala, Hoysala and Post- 
Hoysala. Of these, the structures of the Hoysala period 
bappeu to be substantial ones, consisting of two largo 
stfites of buildings of which one is the groat bath of the 
palace %vith the remains of five large-sized bath rooms 
provided with sinks and drains aud approached by flights 
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of Blepts. The otli^ris perli£i|^ tkekitoheu. A brick built 
pit latrine (About 14 feat doop) was discovered iit between 
tbe two suites of buildings. Butb these buildings run 
north to south to an extent of about 2(X) feet. Between 
the t wo suites there are, superimposed on them und ruimmg 
east to west, the remains of butidinga of later perioda of 
which, so lor, only the collapsed wails of mudom rubble 
masonry, and a brick and mortar flooring have coma to 
light. Beneath the tioor level of the Hoysala period and 
inside the basement platform of the bath rooms, the base¬ 
ment of a wall of Fre-Hoyaala period was laid bare to a 
length of about 20 feet. To the south of the area intcusive 
digging was nudertaken with a view' to find out facta 
pertaining to the Pre-Iloysala structural levels. Here 
were discovered the remains of a brick kiln of very early 
days. 

Considering the shse of tho suites of bath rooats of the 
11 oy sal a period it appears very probable that the other 
ijuflitcrfi of the palace hk« the living rooms, the durbar 
aud other halls must have been very extensive and occu> 
pied a major portiou wit-LLn the Palace fort wall. Indeed, 
the field adjoining the present excavations on the north, 
vrtiinh now forms the suinmiL ol the mound might be 
expected to reveal interesting structural remains. 

More than one thf^usaud and live hundred aiitiijiiities 
weto recovered during the season. They are mostly in 
the flliape of interesting pottery types belongiug to diHeroiit 
cultural ph^Lsea represented by the structural remains 
at the site; while many happen bo be survivals from a 
very early period, some of them reminding us of even the 
types met with at Chaudravalli and Brahinagiri in the 
Ghitaldrug District and assigned to about two thousand 
years ago. 

An illustrated report detmling the important features 
of this excavation is under preparation. 

Spool mens of Gandhai’a Art received froiii the 
(Vrcbieologioal Survey of India, last year wore provided 
witli stands and displayed attractively with appropriate 
labels in a fieparato showcase, A select collection of 
terracotta dgurlues belonging to the Mnuryan, Kushan 
and Gupta periods have been acquired for the section 
through the kind co-operation of the Curator, Mathura 
Aluseuin, Mattra (U,P.) A uumber of .aMtifjuitiee iVom 
various places in tfio Mysore State, i7w., Torabanahalli, 
Savandrug, Chickjala and Maiiue were collected by the 
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Museum staS during bours of eKplordtion. A representsbive 
collectiion of antiquities disoovered at ChandiaMilli, 
Brainnagiri aad Hulebid is expected to be received iu tbe 
near future* 

Indudrzat Art —lu puraimncc of the decieiou to 
collect metahvftre objects of artistic merit that arc of qo 
use to temples, the Curator visited a number of such 
mstitutioiie !□ the State and iuspected epecitoeus reported 
to be there. 1 q order to augment thecollootiou of bronzes, 
possibilities are being explored to obtain from other 
mnseuiuB iu India duplicates in exchange for surplus 
sculptures, etc., available with us, 

BesUrraiion and Preservation .-—With a view to 
arrau^jefor the preservatiou of the deteriorfiting apeoimens 
of anGieut sculpture, the Archisologioal GheinJat to the 
Government of In^a was approached for the supply of 
chemiaals required for the purpose. The Arob®ologioai 
Chemist readily complied with our request. The 
Gaudliara sculptures and stuccos that showed signs of 
crumbling were given a preservative coating whicii has 
arrested further decay. Thu clay models exhibited iu the 
Art Section hiid faded in colour and cracked. Tbe models 
have all bEcn repaired aud restored to their original 
condition. The sandalwood carving arc bciug treated 
with sandal oil in order to restore their original Jastro and 
aroma, Thu Archffiological Chemist to the Goveroraeut 
of India who was consulted regarding the preservation of 
Epooimetis of textiles, leather, etc,, anggested the treatment 
of the affected speoiinens in a fumigation cbaiuber and was 
goo<.l enough to send a sketch plan as well as the coustrue- 
tional details for the fabrication of the same, 

PariicijiaiioTi in EzhiUiiojiii.^Th& Govern men t 
M useum partioipabod in tbe exliibibion of Art and Arebsso- 
logy held in connection with tbe celebration of the annual 
spring festival organised under the auspices of tbe Kagara 
Samitbi of the lOtuiiuila iSabitya Parishat. Oaugatorc, A 
representative collection of antiquities belonging to tbe 
different periods along with maps, charts, photographs, 
etc., were displayed at the exhibition. Members of the 
Museum staff aHordccI facilities for the interpretation uf 
the aignilicaDcc of the exhibits displayed, to the visitors. 

In response to a request made by the aulhoritieu of 
thef Municipal High School, 'ryamagoiidlu, Bangalore 
District, to conduct a scientific and educational exhibition 
in connection with tbeir school day celebrations, an 
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exhibition of a typical collection of specimens picked tip 
from different sections of the Museum was got up, which 
was much appreciated by the students, the local public and 
other distinguished visitors. This occasion afforded an 
opportunity to gather a select collection of exhibits from 
out of the reserve of the Museum pertaining to Archseo- 
logy, Zoology, Geology, etc., for the maintenance of some 
collection, for circulation to educational institutions. A 
circulation section equipped complete with display acces¬ 
sories and suitable labels is now ready to be moved to any 
place of exhibition whenever necessary. This collection 
is sure to arouse interest and prove educative to the 
students and the public. 

Eilncational Work .—The regular course of guide 
lectures delivered to students from Primary Schools on 
Saturday mornings and explanatory talks to illiterate 
visitors formed an essential feature of the educational work 
of the institution. The students from Schools and 
Colleges are evincing an increased interest in the Museum 
as evidenced by the number of enquiries and requests for 
guide lectures that are of late being received from educa¬ 
tional institutions. About 4,000 students belonging to 
123 institutions accompanied by 262 teachers were con¬ 
ducted round the galleries during the year under report. 
Proposals are under consideration for making effective 
arrangements for the interpretation of the educative value 
of the exhibits to the large concourse of illiterate visitors 
that visit the institution. 

District Museums .—With the expansion of education 
of all grades in the country side the necessity is being 
felt to provide facilities for the benefit of pupils to acquire 
knowledge of the different branches of Art, Science and 
Industr}'. The establishment of Museums in District 
Head-quarter Towns is found to go a long way in this 
direction. The exhibits in these Museums will in the 
main have to be regional and reflect the resources of the 
District in which they are located and thus include in its 
ambit the principal branches of human knowledge viz.. 
History, Archaeology, Geology, Fauna, Flora, etc. The 
primary function of these Museums will be to interpret 
the exhibited series of specimens with reference to their 
origin, nature, economic utility, etc., to all classes of 
visitors. A detailed scheme for the establishment of Ihe 
Museums together with a statement of recurring and non¬ 
recurring expenditure involved is under preparation and 
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pToposals will be anbrnitked to Government in <iue 
oouree, 

Lihtary.—The fresh acquiflitiems to the library consuit- 
cd of anuiiAl reports and other publications lu and out 
side India received as preaentation or exchange. Several 
books useful for reference and study relating to Art, 
Archaeology^ and Natural nktory were also purchtxsed. 
A detailed list of )ounia!s and purindicala subscribed tor is 
found in Appendix ' B,’ The Library is made use of by 
scholars and interested visilora for purposes of refereuce. 

Building. —^I’he proposal fi for the construe IJ on of the 
new building forinulated by the Government Arcbitect 
have been rocomiuended to Government for kind sanction 
and orders are awaited theieon. 

But, m the meanwhile, as the provision of increased 
accommodaliou is urgent and the construction of the new 
building is likely to take a lot of time, pennission of 
Government has been sought for the utilisation of the 
Sri Jaya Chamaraiendra Victory Hall, which is in close 
proximity to the Museum building for housing the exhibits 
relating to Art, Arehajology and Hifitory as an interim 
arraDgement. 

The annual and other incidental repairs were attended 
to by the Public Works Department, Action baa been 
taken for the provision of a water closet attached to the 
Museum buil^ng. 

Fmfora. — “The total number of persons who visited 
the Museum during the year under report is 
Amongst dietingnifihed persoDs who came to the institu¬ 
tion, mention may be made of Dr. B, E. Mortimer Wheeler, 
M.C., D.Lit., r,ii,A,, K.g,A., Dircotor General of Archieolgy 
in India. The Director General examined in detail the 
apecimeus of ancient pottery, implements and other auti- 
qnitiofi displayed in the Archajological section and offered 
many useful suggestions for the improvement of the 
section. Dr. Wheeler was of the opinion that with a 
little extension of this section, all the antiquities recently 
unearthed at Brohmagiri and Chandiavalli in the Chital- 
drug District together with necessary drawings and 
photographs pertaining to the excavations may be 
displayed with iidvantage. 

Staff . — The Cottage Industries Museum, Exhibition 
Buddings, Mysore, continued to be under the supervision 
of the Curator, Government Museum, Bangalore. The 
Curator was deputed to attend the auTinal meeting of the 
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Museums Association of India and the Indian Numismatic 
Society held in Bombay from ^Gth December 1947 to Ist 
January 1948. As desired by the Director General of 
Archaeology in India, during his visit to Bangalore, the 
Curator of the Museum accompanied him to Tarabanaballi, 
an ancient site near Bangalore and the Megalitbic sites at 
Bavandmg and Cbickjala« 

The Ai*ti8t of the Museum was deputed to attend to 
the arrangement and display of articles at the Mysore 
Pavilion, All India Exhibition, Calcutta, during February 
and March 1948. On his return he was permitted to visit 
the Indian Museum, Asutosh Museum and the Bengal 
Industries Museum at Calcutta to acquaint himself with 
the latest methods of display as well as the work of resto* 
ration and preservation of the exhibits carried on there. 
With a view to acquire a first hand knowledge of the 
Cottage Industries of Bengal, he visited a number of 
important industrial institutions. 

Stock Begisters .—The General Eegister and Registers 
of Library, Furniture and other important exhibits have 
been written up-to- date. 

Maintenance ,—budget grant of the Institution 
for the year was Rs. 10,972 and the actual expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 9,8d2
